Priceless Books Are Going to 
Chicago 


COLLECTION HAS NO PEER 


REPRESENTS LIFE WORK OF 
PRINCE LOUIS BONAPARTE. 


He Spent Over 40 Years and a Vast 
Amount of Money in Collecting 
the Most Rare and Valuable 
Books. 


CHICAGO, July 13.—The philological l- 
brary of 15,000 volumes collected by Prince 
Louis Lucien Bonaparte and recognized as 
the finest of its kind in the world has been 
acquired by the Newberry Library and 
will be removed within a few weeks to 
this city. 

This collection represents the life work of 
Prince Bonaparte, one of the most re- 
nowned philologists of any time. He spent 
over 40 years and a vast amount of money 
gathering the most rare and valuable vol- 
umes relating to the development of all, 
European languages. After his death in 
lo91 the library was offered for sale at 
$20,000. The figure at which it has just been 
acquired, however, is considerably less than 


this amount. 

News of the transfer reached here yes- 
terday when Edward E. Ayer, one of the 
directors of the Newberry ibrary, who is

It seemed at the time that his offer would 
be accepted, but just before the transac- 
tion was to be closed a friend of the, Bona- 
partes promised to advance the money of 
which they were in need in order that the 
library might not go out of the family. 

Later this friend lost his possessions and 
_became a bankrupt. Wher Mr. Ayer was 
abroad last spring he heard of what had 
| happened and hastened to reopen negotia- 
| tions for the purcnass of the library. The 
figure at which the sale was finally effected 
has not been made known to the public.

REPORTED INIENTION TO WED 
DUCHESS OF ALBANY IS FALSE. 


MEANS POLITICAL EXTINCTION 


Another Rumor Says That Kruger Has 
Offered to Negotiate Peace With 
His Lordship Only.

(Copyright, 1901.) 

LONDON, July 13.—Lord Rosebery, be- 
ing asked what truth there was in his re- 
ported engageemnt to marry the Duchess 
of Albany replied: 

“It is a ridiculous fiction, without 
atom of foundation of any sort.’’ 

Such an alllancej;would mean Rosebery’s 
extinction politically. 

The reported engagement of Lord Rose- 
bery and the Duchess of Albany was not 
credited by his intimate friends, and is 
dismissed in British diplomatic circles as 
an idle tale. Those whbd ordinarily have his 
confidence deciiae to believe that he will 
ever marry again and are disposed to re- 
gard the rumor of a royal alliance as an 
invention of the radicals eager to banish 
him from the political stage. 

Another rumor which also needs corrobo- 
rative evidence assigns to Lord Rosebery 
the role of* peacemaker in South Africa. 
It is asserted that Mr. Kruger and the 
advisors in touch with him in Holland 
have offered to negotiate peace with Lord 
Rosebery, but not with either Mr. Cham- 
berlain or Lord Milner. It is hardly cred- 
ible that Lord Salisbury will seriously en- 
tertain proposals derogatory to the dignity 
of his own government. Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Sir Alfred Milner are the only 
possible peacemakers on the British side.

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ELLIS GLENN’S ATTORNEY AT- 
TACKS WILLIAM RICHARDSON. 


WILL PROVE HIM A VILLAIN 


Twin Brothers Introduced to Confuse 
Ability of Witness in Identi- 
fications. 


Special to the Post-Dtspatch, 
PARKERSBURG, W. Va, July 13.—Will- 
iam Richardson the principal prosecuting 
witness in the case of Ellis Glenn, the 
wuman on trial here for forgery, is still 
on the stand. 

Asked on cross-examination if he might 
not be mistaken as to identity of defen- 
dant, he replied: 

“No, sir; I am not mistaken.” 
Continuing witness said he had never 
held but one conversation with Ellis Glenn 


and that was in the presence of Judge 
Oller of Litchfield, Il. 

The witness was asked if he had not 
been charged with forgery. At this point 
the objections by the state brought out 
this statement from attorney for the de- 
fense: 

“I can, your honor, bring out anything 
I want to in defense of this prisoner. in 
fact, I can bring on witnesses to prove the 
witness on the stand 1iz a villain and I ex- 
pect to do so.’’ 
A laughable part of the day’s proceed- 
ings was bringing into court and‘ placing 
among the exhibits of the persons of the 
twin Hiteshew brothers This was done 
to test Richardson's ability to distinguish 
oar een two persons look.ng very much 
alike. 

A.torney Caldwell instructed the stenog- 
rapher how to mark them if the occa- 
sion so demanded and then they were told 
to stand aside. 

The defense sprung a surprise on Rich- 

ardson by asking him if he knew that 
suit for damages on a charge of kidnap- 
ing the defendant had been instituted in 
the United States Circuit Court. The suit 
was brought on the ground that William 
Richardson had gone to [llinois and forcl- 
bly taken possession of the person of Ellis 
Glenn and brought her to this state. Mr. 
Richardson stated that he knew nothing 
of any. such a suit and the defense then 
had a subpena instituted for the clerk of 
the United States Circuit Court requiring 
him to bring into court the records of all 
suits entered since 1897. 
Richardson stated that he thought that 
the deed of trust given him by E. B. Glenn 
had been changed after it passed from 
Glenn's hands into his. He also stated 
that the deed had been in his safe until a 
short time before it passed into the hands 
of officers of the court. Continuing, wit- 
ness said: 

“Glenn's trunk was sold after I came 
away from Illinois for debts. The letters 
taken from the trunk were given to me.” 

“If it turns out that tnis woman is not 
E. B. Glenn then you did not go into this 
woman's trunk, did you?’’ queried Glenn's 
attorney. 

“That’s the woman who owned the trunk 
and you can’t make me believe anything 
else,’" replied the witness. 

Replying to another question coneerning 
the letters found in Glenn's trunk, witness 
said that he went with tge officers to 
Litchfield, Ill, and to the Hoy boarding 
house where the trunk was located. He 
denied taking any papers from it.

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THE LONG DROUTH. 


The damage to the corn crop reported from nearly all the 
states is unprecedented. The long drouth and fierce heat 
have destroyed the well-founded hopes of a few weeks ago. 

The government report of July 1 estimated the corn crop at 
1,900,000,000 bushels as against 2,105,102,000 bushels last year. 
Since that time however the greatest damage has been done 
and some observers are of the opinion that the crop will not 
vield more than 1,000,000,000. 

Such a calamity would be unprecedented, but there is 

sround for hope that these estimates of damage are exagger- 
ated. Kansas is undoubtedly the greatest sufferer and the 
conditions in Missouri are depressing. But in Iowa the corn 
is reported not much hurt and an average crop may be ex- 
pected if a good rain comes within the next day or two. Con- 
ditfons in Nebraska are not yet serious, though considerable 
damage ts visible. In southern Illinois 40 per cent of the corn 
is reported lost, 
The memory of the oldest inhabitant runs not back to a 
season of drouth and heat more severe and widespread. All 
(lasses of people are affected directly or indirectly, for all 
must depend upon the farmer. Upon his prosperity depends 
the prosperity of the whole country. 
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All humane persons will approve of the movement to pro- 
tect from torture the animals and poultry that are brought 
into the city and kept alive for sale. Not only on what is 
known as “Commission Row,” but at stores all over the city, 
poultry and calves or other living things should be kept in coo] 
places and given plenty of water in this weather. The merci- 
ful man is merciful to the brute creation.

TWO MINUTES. ; 


MRS. ROSSMAN WAS EXCITED 


Patrolman Asksd Her If She Did Not 
Strike Him—Conducted Their 
Own Cases.

Policeman John T. Atkisson, tried before 
the Board of Police Commissioners Fri- 
day afternoon, on a charge of conduct un- 
becoming an officer, preferred by Mrs. 
Thekla Rossman of 8009 Vernon avenue, 
Was acquitted after the board had consid- 
ered the testimony for two minutes. 

Patrolman Atkisson was sent before the 
board for having arrested Miss Irma 
Rossman, 12 years old, for riding her bi- 
cycle on the pavement. Mrs. Rossman ob- 
jected to the policeman taking her daugh- 
ter at the time, and she too, was taken in- 
to custody. The patrol wagon was called 
to take mother and daughter,to the sta- 
tion, but Hugh J. Brady, who lives in the 
Same block as do the Rossmans, per- 
suaded the officer to take them in a car- 
riage. They were not locked up, but were 
released oy order of Lieutenant Schwartz. 


They Conducted 
Their Own Cases. 

Policeman Atkisson desired an attorney 
to appear for him, but the board ruled that 
the policeman and the complainant should 
conduct their own cases. 

Mrs. Rossman was the first witness. She 
said that there was no occasion for the 
arrest and that the policeman used undue 
force and that he acted as though he were 
under the influence of liquor. She was 
cross-examined by Atkisson, who asked her 
if she did not call the officer a Har; if she 
did not strike him: if she did not tell her 
daughter to run home and if she did not 
threaten to kill him. She became angry at 
the questions and replied vigorously in the 
negative to all of the interrogatories. 

Miss Irma confirmed her mot@er’s state- 
ment, and Hugh J. Brady testified for Mrs. 
Rossman. 


Atkisson’s Side 
of the Story. 

Atkisson said that he had received many 
complaints about the children riding on 
the pavement. He said that he had warned 
the child several times, and that he had

spoken to Sergt. Logan about the prob- 
lem. and that his superior had told him to 
arrest all, if it were necessary. He said 
that Miss Irma had told him he could not 
arrest her as she was under age. He de- 
nied being intoxicated and said that he 
had used no undue force. 

Sergt. Logan testified that he had recefved 
many complaints about the bicycle riders, 
_ that he had instructed Atkisson to*put 

a stop to the practice. Lieut. Schwartz said 
that he had released the mother and daugh- 
ter when they promised that the offense 
should not be repeated. 

Capt. Campbell amd Private Watchman 
Stiles testified that Atkisson had done only 
his duty. John H. Pohiman said that the 
children had been riding their wheels on 
the pavement and that it was dangerous 
practice. He declared that Atkisson had 
not exceeded his dutv. 

Mrs. Rossman publicly expresed her dis- 
approval of the finding of the board in 
acquitting Atkisson.

SUN’S RAYS STARTED FIRE. 


Peter H. Mellon Plant Suffered $30,- 
OOO Loss Friday. 

Fire on the fourth and fifth floors of the 
plant of the Peter H. Mellon Manufactur- 
ing Co. at 5 o’clock Friday afternoon caused 
a damage to stock and building of about 


$30,000, 

The blaze fs supposed to have been 
started by the fierce heat of the sun, fo- 
cused through the windows of the fourth 
floor on some excelsior and paper. 

Charles Johnson, a workman on the fiftn 
floor, discovered the fire. It was blazing 
fiercely at the time. An alarm was turnea 
in, but the firemen, who arrived promptly, 
had difficulty working their ladders, and a 
general alarm had to be turned In. 

Stock, consisting mostly of packed metal 
ncdutenda on the fourth floor and the manu- 
facturing plant on the fifth floor, were to- 
tally destroyed. 

On the lower floors the damage was all | 
done by water. M. A. Melion estimates 
‘bat the water did $15,000 or $20,000 damage. 
The stock of- beds, springs and cushions 
was ruined, he says, by water. He thinks 
the insurance carried will fully cover the 
loss. 

The damage to the building amounted to 
about 35000. 

The company was eons to move into
